Yesterday’s  mail  furnished  us  with  no  late 
Washington  City  papers,  and  few  from  Pliila. 
delphia  or  Baltimore. — Our  European  intelli- 
gence still  continues  highly  interesting.  The 
French  armies  had  not  ceased  to  be  successful, 
both  in  Germany  and  Italy.  The  Russians 
who  had  attempted  to  oppose  Bonaparte,  had 
shared  the  same  fate  of  the  Austrians.  The 
French  were,  at  the  date  of  the  last  accounts, 
within  160  miles  of  Vienna  ; and  there  appear- 
ed nothing  to  prel  ent  their  shewing  themselves 
before  that  city,  unless  they  should  be  stop- 
ped by  negociations  for  peace,  of  which  there 
was  sonic  probability-  The  excesses  commit- 
ted by  the  Russians  were  represented  as  intol- 
erable,  and  it  is  said  the  citizens  prayed  for 
the  arrival  of  the  French  to  relieve  them  from 
their  allies.  It  is  stated  that  the  Austrian  and 
Russian  armies  hold  each  other  in  great  de- 
testation and  jealousy.  The  Austrians  charge 
the  Russians  with  delay,  whereby  they  suffered 
so  sorely — In  return  the  Russians  charge  the 
Austrians  with  being  too  hasty,  in  marching 
forward,  before  the  arrival  of  the  Russian 
forces.  Gen.  Mack  has  been  much  censured 
for  his  surrender  of  Ulm,  and  is  viewed  with 
great  suspicion'.  Prussia  appears  firmly  re' 
solved  to  support  her  neutrality.

AUGSBURGH,  Oct.  21. 

A report  is  now  in  circulation, 
that  the  French  having  puffed  the 
Inn  in  feveral  places,  had  turned 
the  corps  of  the  enemy’s  army 
which  occupied  the  route  of  Lintz. 
It  was  compofed  of  the  Auftrian 
divifion  of  General  Kienmeyer, 
and  of  18,000  Ruffian  infantry. 
This  corps  has  been  entirely  defeat 
ed  and  difperfed ; the  Ruffians  in 
particular  have  been  terribly  cut  up. 

The  Latest  from  Europe. 

NEW-YORK,  Dec.  31. 

The  brig  Sally  Tracy,  Captain 
Skiddy,  arrived  at  this  port  laft  e- 
vening,  in  40  days  from  Bordeaux. 
She  brings  Paris  papers  to  the  10th 
of  November,  by  which  we  are  en 
abled  to  trace  the  operations  of  the 
French  armies  in  Germany,  to  the 
publication  of  the  fifteenth  bulletin, 
and  to  follow  the  army  of  Ttaly  in 
its  career  of  victory.  But  from 
the  late  hour  at  which  thefe  papers 
were  received,  we  find  it  impoffible 
to  lay  before  the  readers  of  the 
Mercantile  Advertifer  this  day, 
more  than  the  eleventh  and  twefth 
bulletins  of  the  Grand  Army  ; two 
bulletins  of  the  army  of  Italy,  and 
lome  fmaller  articles,  which  place 
beyond  a doubt,  the  determination 
of  Prufiia  to  preferve  a ft  riel  neu- 
trality. 

Our  laft  advices  from  the  Grand 
Army,  contained  in  the  fourteenth 
and  fifteenth  bulletins,  are  dated 
from  the  head  quarters  at  Braunaut, 
a well  fortified  town  in  lower  Bava- 
ria, at  the  diftance  of  about  160 
miles  from  Vienna.  It  had  been 
occupied  by  the  Ruffians,  who  fled  at 
the  approach  of  the  French  troops, 
leaving  behind  them  45  pieces  of 
cannon,  with  Hiding  carriages, 
40,000  balls  and  howitzers,  100,000 
bhls.  of  gunpowder,  40,000  rati 
of  bread,  more  than  1000  Tacks' 
flour,  1000  mufkets,  and  every  ar 
cle  neceffary  for  the  maintainance 
of  a great  liege.
